But he brought with him to the concerns of 
a great and tottering empire, (which ferbaps might have been 
maintained and conzolidated) the little mind of a provincial 
banker, and the vanity inseparable from human nature, when 
elevated beyond hope or expectation. What was the conse-

Some persons have even 
declared that Mr. Bryant had no right to touch the subject. 
That nothing can be more cantrary to reason than to suppose, 
that the existence of a city, and a war, of which we have read 
with delight from our boyiſh days, could be called in queſtion, 
That their pleasure is snatehed from them; and zuch a poem, 
without an historical fact for a baſis, cannot be intereſting. 
They allow the amplification of poetry, and it's embellishments, 
and even the anachronisms of Homer, But Troy did exiſt, 

and the Grecians did once besiege it, and Hector, Achilles, 
Agamemnon, and Diomede were as real heroes, as the Arch- 
duke Charles, Buonaparte, Lord Cornwallis, or Tippoo Saib 
in modern wars, I 655 should smile at many of these objec- 

tions, if they did not frequently come from persons of conse · 
quence and of learning.
